FRIDAY MORNING, APRIL 8. NOTERDAEME SAID THE BELGIANS 
SAW FOUR OPTIONS IN RWANDA AND HAD DISCUSSED THEM WITH 
THE SYG: (1) DO NOTHING. THIS IS AN UNACCEPTABLE OPTION 

FOR BELGIUM. (2) EXCHANGE THEIR BLUE HELMETS FOR THEIR 
NATIONAL BERETS. THE SYG OBJECTED TO THIS OPTION. (3)

5. AMB. WALKER RECEIVED A PHONE CALL FROM UN CHEF DU 
CABINET JEAN -CLAUDE AIMEE EARLY APRIL 8 . AIMEE 
PREVIEWED THAT THE SYG WOULD SEND A LETTER TO THE SC 
PRESIDENT LATER THAT AFTERNOON (SEPTEL) . HE WOULD ASK 
TO INCREASE THE SIZE OF UNAMIR WHILE MAINTAINING THE 
SAME MANDATE. IN RESPONSE TO PROBING QUESTIONS FROM AMB 
WALKER, AIMEE ADMITTED THAT THE UN HAD NOT IDENTIFIED 
TROOPS FOR UNAMIR EXPANSION, AND HAD NO IDEA HOW THOSE 
TROOPS WOULD GET INTO KIGALI (SINCE THE AIRPORT IS 
CLOSED AND IN HOSTILE HANDS) . WALKER SUGGESTED THAT 
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AIMEE TALK WITH HIS MILITARY ADVISER, GEN. BARIL. 
ALBRIGHT 
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
